J.  B.  PRIESTLEY 

a  medal  on  his  80th  birthday 

J.  B.  Priestley,  one  of  the  giants  amongst  modern  English  men  of  letters,  was 
born  in  Bradford  in  1894.  Author,  dramatist,  essayist,  biographer,  historian,  librettist 
and  broadcaster,  two  of  his  earlier  novels  are  Good  Companions  (1929)  and  Angel 
Pavement  (1930),  and  amongst  his  twenty-five  or  so  plays  are  Laburnum  Grove , 
When  We  are  Married ,  An  Inspector  Calls  and  The  Linden  Tree.  A  new,  musical 
version  of  The  Good  Companions  is  currently  being  performed  in  London. 

To  celebrate  his  eightieth  birthday  a  fine  portrait  medallion  is  being  prepared 
by  Paul  Vincze,  the  distinguished  medallist,  modelled  from  personal  sittings  (see 
front  cover).  It  is  expected  that  the  first  medals  will  be  ready  in  early  December.

Turning  to  a  different  part  of  the  “Greek”  world.  Tarsus  under  Persian  domi¬ 
nation  offers  a  number  of  legends. 


This  stater  of  the  period  450-380  B.c.  gives  the  name  of  the  city  as  I  H  h 
Hebrew  T  Cl^  trz,  Tarz. 

Other  coins  give  the  names  of  the  various  Persian  governors,  or  “Satraps”. 
These  satraps  are  normally  known  to  us  by  a  form  of  their  name  which  has  come 
down  to  us  from  Greek  Sources,  so  this  means  that  on  the  coins  they  will  be  not 
quite  the  same. 


The  earliest  satrap  is  Tiribazus.  This  man’s  name  is  quite  straightforward, 

reading  on  the  obverse  beside  the  figure  of  the  Baal,  or  local  god,  1  1  S3  ^  H  V 

(Hebrew  1  T  T  T  51 )  T  r  i  b  z  u.  The  reverse  of  this  stater  shows  the  Persian 
god  Ahura-Mazda.

Moving  to  Phoenicia  itself,  I  begin  with  Byblos.  This  is  the  obverse  of  a  coin  of 
King  Ainel  who  ruled  around  333  b.c.

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Perhaps  the  most  interesting  of  all  Semitic  coins  are  the  Jewish  ones.

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I  was  very  surprised  when  I  first  discovered  that  some  of  the  later  Parthian 
kings  replaced  the  top  line  of  very  degenerate  Greek  legend  with  good  Aramaic.

I  feel  the  whole  secret  is  not  to  be  put  off  by  the  look  of  the  scripts.  It  is  possible 
to  gain  a  fairly  easy  nodding  acquaintance  with  the  Semitic  alphabets,  and  add  a  good 
deal  of  fun  to  your  coin  collecting  at  the  same  time. 


THE  “RESTORATION”  COINAGES  OF 
THE  ROMAN  EMPIRE 

By  David  R.  Sear 

One  of  the  most  interesting  groups  within  the  Roman  imperial  coinage  is  the 
series  of  “restoration”  coins  issued  principally  by  the  emperors  Titus,  Domitian, 
Nerva,  Trajan  and  Trajan  Decius.  They  should  not  be  confused  with  the  more 
extensive  issues  of  “Divus”  coins  whose  primary  function  was  to  commemorate  the 
deification  of  a  recently  departed  ruler.  Examples  of  the  latter  group  include  the  vast 
“Divus  Augustus”  coinage  of  Tiberius  and  the  almost  as  large  “Divus  Antoninus” 
series  struck  under  Marcus  Aurelius  and  Lucius  Verus. 

The  “restoration”  coins  were  produced  with  two  main  objectives  in  mind:  to 
restore  the  memory  of  earlier  coin-types  which  had  become,  or  were  becoming, 
obsolete;  and  to  promote  the  idea  of  imperial  continuity  after  the  overthrow  of  an  old 
dynasty  and  the  establishment  of  a  new  regime. 
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THE  “RESTORATION”  COINAGES  OF  THE  ROMAN  EMPIRE 


The  first  emperor  to  introduce  a  series  of  restoration  coins  was  Titus  (a.d.  79-81). 
We  must  assume  that  the  primary  reason  for  this  issue  was  the  first  of  the  two  alter¬ 
natives  mentioned  above.  The  Flavian  Dynasty  was  already  well  established  by  the 
time  Titus  succeeded  his  father  and  there  can  have  been  little  need  for  him  to  try  to 
associate  himself  with  the  members  of  the  Julio-Claudian  House.  The  types  of 
Titus’  restoration  coinage  are  as  follows :
